Town Meeting Warrant 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the 13th day of 
March, 1984, polls to open at one o'clock in the afternoon and will not be closed before six 
o'clock in the afternoon in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1, the remaining articles to be con- 
sidered at seven-thirty o'clock in the evening. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-eight 
Thousand Seventy Nine Dollars ($38,079.00) as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
_ ensuing year. All items marked by an asterisk are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand 
Eight Hundred Dollars ($4,800.00) to defray the Town’s share of the cost of using the Lisbon 
Dump. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) for maintenance of the Town Cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 5. Toseeifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to transfer any 1983 annual 
net budget surplus into the Capital Reserve Fund established for the purchase of highway 
equipment. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) as compensation for the Tax Collector. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by tax deed, by Advertised Sealed Bid only. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and 
expend money from State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in R.S.A. 31:95-b. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow monies from 
time to time for current indebtedness of the Town for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes to be 
collected for the year 1984 and paid therefrom. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
Fourteen Dollars ($314.00) to defray the Town’s share of operation expenses for the North Country 
Council. 


ARTICLE 11. To see ifthe Town of Lyman shall call upon the Governor and Executive Council, 
its State Representative(s) and State Senator to promptly convene a special session of the 
Legislature for the sole purpose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric rates 
resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, businesses, schools, and 
agencies in the town of Lyman, and to direct the Selectmen to promptly notify our above listed 
elected officials of the Town’s desire. (This article inserted in the Warrant by signed petition of 10 
or more registered voters.) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Hundred 
Dollars ($400.00) to defray the Town’s share of operation expenses of the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eighty-five 
Thousand One Hundred Thirty-five Dollars and Eighty-six Cents ($85,135.86) for highway 
maintenance and equipment for the Highway Department. All items marked by a cross in the 
budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to receive part 
payments of real estate taxes for any year in the sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) or a multiple of ten, 
pursuant to the provisions of R.S.A. 80:52-a. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) to be deposited into the Capital Reserve Fund established for the purchase of 
Highway Equipment. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds established under the provision of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, as 
amended, and/or anti-recession funds for use as a set-off to reduce the long term debt incurred for 
the purchase of the new town highway truck in the amount of Six Thousand Six Hundred Thirty- 
two Dollars ($6,632.00). 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for the operation of the Town Police Department. 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Eight Hundred Ninety Dollars ($1,890.00) for the Health Department: Health Officer and 
Overseer of the Poor, Sixty Dollars ($60.00); North Country Home Health Agency, Four Hundred 
Ninety Dollars ($490.00); White Mountain Mental Health Agency, Four Hundred Twenty Dollars 
($420.00); Littleton Hospital Association, Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00); Ross Ambulance, Four 
Hundred Twenty Dollars ($420.00). All items marked by a dash in the budget are covered by this 
Article. 


ARTICLE 19. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees and officers heretofore 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

I have examined the combined financial statements of the Town of 
Lyman, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1983 
as listed the table of contents.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Lyman conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles for local government units except as 
indicated hereinafter. The following is a summary of significant 
accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 

The accural basis is used for all fiduciary funds. Governmental funds 
utilize the modified accural basis whereby revenues are recorded when 

measurable and available. Expenditures are recorded when the liability 
is incurred (accural basis) except: 


a. Disbursments for inventory items (material and supplies) are 
considered expenditures at the time of purchase. 


De Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded. 


ae Interest on long-term debt which is recorded as an 
expenditures when due. 


General Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general government services are 
recorded as expenditures in the fund making the exepnditures. Funds used 
to acquire general fixed assets and/or debt service payments on borrowings 
in connection therewith are accounted for as expenditures in the year pay- 
ments are made. Generally accepted accounting principles require that 
general fixed assets be capitalized and accounted for in a separate fixed 
asset group of accounts. 


Taxes Collected For Others 


The Town collects taxes for the Lisbon Regional School District and Grafton 
County which are remitted to them as required by law. These funds are 
accounted for as agency funds. 


Inter-Fund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations, the Town has transactions between 
funds including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide services, 
The accompanying governmental and fiduciary funds financial statements 
reflect such transactions as transfers.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
(Continued) 


1. Property Taxes 


Annually, the Town establishes an amount for abatements, discounts and refunds 
of property tax revenues known as overlay. All abatements, discounts and 
refunds are charged to overlay. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector sells at tax sale, all uncollected 
property taxes in the following year after taxes are due, where applicable. 
The purchaser at tax sale has a priority tax lien on these properties and 
accrues interest at 18% annum. Delinquent taxpayers must redeem property 
from tax sale purchasers. 


Property is sold to the party who will accept a lien for the least undivided 
interest in the property for payment of taxes and related costs due. If 
property is not redeemed within the two year redemption period, the property 
is tax-deeded to the lien holder. 


2. PURPOSE OF FUNDS AND ACCOUNT GROUPS: 


The Town reports its activities in numerous individual funds to comply with 
the limitations and restrictions places on both the resources made available 
to the Town and the services provided. Individual funds and account groups 
summarized in the accompanying financial statements are classified as follows: 


Ae Governmental Funds 


These funds are intended to provide recurring general services. 
They are controlled by a budget approved by the voters. 


General Fund- used to account for all revenues and exepnditures 
which are not accounted for in other funds or account groups. 


Special Revenue Funds - used to account for specific restricted 
revenues and exependitures for various purposes. Receipts and 
expenditures of each fund are governed by the terms of contractual 
agreements, statutes or local law. The Town accounts for the 
Revenue Sharing Fund and the Public Library Fund as Special Revenue 
Funds. 


B. Fiduciary Funds 
Trust and Agency Funds - these funds are used to account for 
assets held by Town in a fiduciary capacity for various purposes 


and taxes collected for other governmental units. Receipts and 
expenditures of each fund are governed by statutes or local law.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


We appreciate this opportunity to more directly communicate with our taxpaying citizens 
through their annual town/city reports. 


Because of our July Ist fiscal year, it is hard to anticipate the local tax impact of the county 
budget. The Commissioners are accountable to the public and taxpayers, and accordingly are 
extremely conscious of meeting the citizens’ needs adequately and efficiently, yet as economically 
as possible. However, we are faced with similar budgeting dilemmas as towns and cities. Real 
budget concerns are created by the federal and state mandated programs and services without 
supporting funds or local control, and the increased demand for services while attempting to hold 
down budgets and taxes. We all must maintain a close relationship with our legislators. The 
Commissioners are following very closely the pending legislation regarding settlement and 
assistance programs, and hope that the towns are also involved in this very important issue. 


Courtroom #2 was finished last summer and was dedicated during the opening of the fall term of 
Superior Court on September 18, 1983. We anticipate having a second judge in March, which 
should relieve the backlog and reduce the need for masters. 


Counties, as well as towns, are experiencing the transition of the courts into the new State 
Unified Court System, and should notice a decrease in local expenses for the judicial system. 
However, the counties will have to “reimburse” $2.75 million to the Unified Court System in fiscal 
year 1985, which means approximately $200,000 to Grafton County. We also expect that the 
counties will retain certain operating expenses such as Probate Court guardianship and appeals 
costs, Superior Court bailiff costs, and probably will have to provide court space, furnishings and 
equipment without remuneration. 


On Commissioner recommendation, the Delegation Executive Committee appointed a Jail 
Study Committee to review the needs for the county correctional facility. The National Institute of 
Corrections made an independent study of the correctional facility at no cost to taxpayers, and 
issued an encouraging report recommending minor changes, but overall indicating a good facility 
in general compliance with laws, regulations and meeting needs. Some attention is being given to 
the need for additional space, especially for “weekend” incarcerations. There was no 
recommendation for new permanent facility construction at this time. 


Grafton County is currently involved in litigation in a retirement buy-back issue which could 
have heavy impact on all local governments in the N.H. Retirement System. Assessment on 
Grafton County in this one case could run approximately $70,000 plus legal fees and could result in 
a serious “domino” effect on local governments. 


Grafton County will be going through the budgeting process in May and June, with a public 
hearing on the Commissioners recommendations expected to be held in mid-June. The hearing 
will be advertised, and we strongly encourage your attendance at the hearing to voice your 
opinions and feelings on the budget. We welcome your attendance and comments. 


The Commissioners meet Mondays at 9:30 a.m. at the Courthouse and at 12:30 p.m. at the Nursing 
Home. Meetings are open to the public.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control program leads the 
nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention and control of all 
grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit for every fire that 
is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person 
wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before 
kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating 
our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and 
receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is raining. The reason for 
this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to 
a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels 
that are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of 
the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn 
longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated. 
As Smokey says, “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!”

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


Having been your road agent since July of 1983, I would like to make you aware of our 
accomplishments and some of my thoughts. 


We (Roger & I) finished rebuilding a mile of road from the black top at Dodge Pond along the 
east side, to the intersection of Ogontz road. This included the extensions of some culverts, also the 
installation of 4 new culverts, creation of better ditching and widening, and the installation of 
1,194 cubic yards of crusher run gravel. I realize this was scheduled for black top last summer, but 
after discussion with the selectmen, we decided to put it off a year. The reason being, that the cost 
would be one half our total money from the state. We felt we had higher priorities for this money. 


We rebuilt a section of Moulton Hill with new culverts, better ditching and the addition of 1,098 
cubic yards of bank run gravel. 


We worked on the main road into Mt. Meadows, widening, improving ditches, adding and 
repairing culverts. We also put 4 to 6 inches of crusher run gravel on top of the road to, hopefully, 
harden up the sandy base. 


We finished widening and put a crusher run top on the upper section of Quebec road. 


We extended, replaced and repaired quite a few culverts around town that needed attention, 
with quite a few remaining to be done. 


I have kept track of our costs for the above jobs which are listed here:

This year we plan to completely rebuild the road from Hurd Hill through the Ogontz Camp, to 
the main road. We also have quitea few culverts around town that should be repaired as well as the 
never ending job of brush cutting and ditching to try to catch up on.

I am enclosing an invoice for NHMA's 1984 membership dues along 
with some information on NHMA's service to members in 1983. The 
dues are based on the latest available population figures from the 
State Planning Office and on the latest total equalized value- 
figures published by the Department of Revenue Administration. 


Although each member's dues will vary according to their relative 
changes in population and valuation, the budget approved by your 
enoeeueoiteccOrs Calls for a 5.3% overall dues increase. This 
is down from the 5.5% increase last year and represents a con- 
tinuation of current services. The major change made in regard 
to dues was a by-laws amendment approved unanimously at the 1983 
Annual Meeting which raised the minimum dues from $300 to $400. 
This increase is the first in minimum dues for the last 4 years 
and when looked at over that period of time is a modest increment 
considering escalation of costs of delivering basic services. 


On behalf of your staff, we appreciate your support and the oppor- 
tunity to work for you over the past year and we look forward to 
serving you as a member in 1984 as we prepare for the 1985 legis- 
lative session, conduct our alternative insurance services study 
and design our 1984 training calendar.
